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Two Vietnamese Students Testify

about Friend's Fatal Stabbing 


MARTINEZ - Recalling the fatal 
stabbing of his close friend，Thong 
Hy Huynh, Duc Nguyen was one of 
two Southeast Asian refugee 
students to testify before a Superior 
court jury last week in the trial of 
James “Jay” Pierman. Pierman; 
18, is accused of murdering Huynh 
in May of 1983. Both were students 
at Davis High School at the time，. 

Testifying through an inter- 
preter，Nguyen said that he and 
three other Vietnamese students 
had been the target of racial and 
ethnic taunts for at least three 
Weeks before the fatal stabbing, the 
FFXa11a111er reported . 

HOLDING A NIEFE 

Nguyen told the jury that he and 
his three other Vietnamese friends 
were walking back to classes after 
lunch when they were confronted 
by Pierman and Russell Clark. 
Nguyen said he ignored Clark's 
challenge to fight until Clark push- 
ed him and then hit him in the 
mouth. Pierman, he said, had been 
“holding a knife and waving it.” 

At one point, Nguyen Said he was 
hit in the eye and knocked to the 
ground.“'I couldn't see anything. 
The first thingIrealized when Iopen- 
ed my eyes was that Thong was ly- 
ing on the ground. [Ithought he was 
just unconscious,”hbe recalled. 

Nguyen choked Up and had to 
pause in his testimony as he talked 
abonut trying to _ help Huynh，who 
was Imortally wounded from a 

single knife wound to the heart. 
“He (Pierman) took out the 
knife and waved it in front of our 
faces,” described Bon Chau， 
another Vietnamese Student who 
was involved in the fight.“Then he 
put the knife back in the sleeve of 
his shirt and said to the fat guy， 
(Clark),“You go ahead and hit one 
of them. If they hit you, I will use 
the ， knife.” Both Chau and

from 10-1 to 6-1. The FAR deter- 
mines what volume of building 
would be allowed on a given sized 
办 1ot， 
For example, if the FAR is 10-1，

SMALLER BUILDINGS 

The planning director described 
the Proposals as an effort to con- 
form with the Planning Commis- 
Sion's Downtown Development 
Plan. Macris explained that the 
Downtown Plan sets forth the 
City's “overall goal to ， create 
Smaller buildings.?” 

“The trend' in zoning .for the 
whole city is to.reduce the size of 
buildings. The reason that we feel it 
makes more sense is because we feel 
we have reached a certain level of 
congestion,”explained Macris.

Planning director Macris stated 
that, in his professional opinion, at 
the present time and given the in- 
formation he has, he would favor a 
6-1 FAR for the Chinatown Com- 
munity Business District，“because 
the proposal js part of a _ large 
package (the Downtown Plan).2?” 

However, Macris did not rule out 
the possibility that he and his staff

Don't Like Minority Workers Progress 


Owners Don'tThink Minorities Deserve Benefits, Says Union

SAN FRANCISCO -- Some res- 
taurant employers are trying to 
push back minority workers who 


have made maijor gains in the last : 


SiX years，charged an official of 
the Hotel and “ “Restaurant 
Employee and Bartenders Union， 
Local 2. 

Pat Lee，an Asian American 
business Tepresentative of the 
union angrily asserted,“They (the 
employers) don't feel minority 
Workers should have the same 
benefits (as before). They feel 
Iminorities have gone too far in So- 
Ciety and need to go back to the 
Way they were before.” 

She Said that a unique aspect 
of this strike is that the union 
Imembers have gained many bene- 
fits which non-union members do 
not have, including medical and 
dental benefits. 


MINORITY STRIKERS 

The local，one of the largest 
the area，has about 68%o minority 
members. Of those on the line,， Lee 
observed that about 75$-80%o of the 
picketers are Iminorities， mostly 
Chinese and Filipino. In front of 
Some restatrants，like Fishermen7s 
Grotto at the wharf, the percentage 
of minority strikers is even higher， 
“What's happening is that the 
union made some significant gains 
for the first time (during 1last 
negotiations)., We got a 33%0 
jncrease in Salaries，Upgraded the 
Workers” positions and got better 
language (in the bargaining agree- 
ment),”explained Lee.

“I rebelled against being 
iplaced in isolation. It did more 


damage than good. Ifelt if we were 


jgoing to succeed, we needed to play 


Bee OO 


the same kind of games as the 
whites,”she observed. 

The small businesses offered the 
Chinese some control over their 
lives in less discriminatory situa- 
tions. However，each family mem- 
ber often worked long hours. 

Like many aspiring profession- 
als，jJoe recognized the need to 
become “adept at functioning ip 


the white world.” In Texas，these- 


required Skills included sitting 
around abar and “talkin; like good 
ob boys.”(Of course, the use of a 
drawl was optional，but advanta- 
geous). 

Joe's assimilation into the white 
world included a _ rejection of her 
Chinese heritage. Meanwhile， 
Houston"s Chinese population 
increased dramatically and also 
diversified, thanks to relaxed immi- 
gration laws. By 1984, the number 
of Chinese throughout the metro- 
politan area is estimated to be over 
45,000. 

LOST HER SOUL 

Although the Chinese profes- 
Sionals found that they could func- 
tion and compete in the white 
WwWorld， some also sensed an 
estrangement and alienation from 
both their co-workers and their 
own community. 

Most of the second generation in 
the area did not learn Chinese and 
gained little awarness of their 
ethnic identity， While learning to 
live and work in the white world， 
Joe felt like she“ “lost her soub” as a 
Chinese American individual. 

When President Carter proclaimed 
Asian/Pacific American Heritage 
Week in 1980, Joe became involved 
with planning the Asian American 
Festival,， which has since become an 
annual event. She notes that par- 
ticipation in this first festival allow- 
ed her and others an Opportunity to 
“Tecommit themselves to a move- 
ment,”and it“became a vehicle to 
develop pride.2” 

In 1981, at nearby Seabrook, Ku 
Klux Klan harassment forced local 
Vietnamese to_ seek federal court 
relief. In response，3a group of 
mostly Chinese American profes- 
Sionals founded the Council of 
Asian American Organizations 
(CAAO)，an umbrella advocacy 
grouPp. 

ASSERT INFLUENCE 

As Joe worked with that group 
and other projects，her new kriow- 
ledge of the _ community and its 
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g Up 
ese American，Houston-Style 


needs focused her attention on the 
need for Asian Americans to assert 
poljitical influence. 

Today， the organization has 
Several programs both within the 
Asian American community and 
with the entire Houston commnu- 
nity,. As public awareness of Asian 
American issues increases，Imore 
Asian Americans are gaining 
important city positions. Recently， 
in a county court judicial race， 
Hannah Chow became the first 
Houston Chinese American to run 
for political office. 

Through CAAO，ACSSC，and 
their related projects，Joe hopes to 
develop new Asian American 
leaders and to strengthen the pres- 
ent organizations. Her long-range 
goal is to see an Asian American 
elected to city council. She asserts， 
“A Chinese American councilper- 
Son would mean that the entire 
Houston community accepts us， 
and knows that we'"ve Something to 
contribute.2” 

Like Glenda 玉 . Joe，Houston's 
Chinese community has passed 
through various stages of develop- 
Iment.， Joe believes，“We're Still 
Somewhat behind in terms of real 
political clout and awareness of ouUr 
Own historical Toots....Never- 
theless, many of us are returning to 
being proud of our culture.?”

Crystal (Chris) KK.D. Huie，43，

Born of imnmigrant parents，Hnuie 
TeImembers himself as a child whom 
his mother could not understand 


grew up in a small town called 
North Little Rock，Arkansas，His 
homebase，Dark Hollow，was 3a 
part of town which was predomin- 
antly Black. It got its name because 


(II was a problem child”) and 
whom his father eventually gave Up 
on to carry on the family grocery 
business， 

When he was only 14, an uncle 
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gave him his first camera.， Huie 
talked his father into lending him 
$150 to upgrade to a Rolliflex.“My 
mother thought it was a waste of 
Imoney.?” 

Huie used that camera to take 
pictures of the senior prom，foot- 
ball games and other athletic 
events. “TI made $92,000 my first 
year of high school, and paid back 
my father.?” 

Because he did that， Huie 
recalled that his father，whom the 
photographer describes as SuUPPOT- 
tive，concluded that“I had a head 
on Imy shoulders and could survive 
in the business 计 I had to.?” 

BROADER HORIZONS 

Seeking broader horizons，Huie 
left for New York after receiving 
his bachelor's degree at the Univer- 
Sity of Little-. Rock. In the Big 
Apple，he planned to continue his 
education in history，maybe earn 
his teachers credentials. 

While there Huie did some 
photography, primarily commercial 
jobs.“Did I want to teach history 
(after that)? No. New York fever 
had begun to take over,”Trecalled 
Huie. 

He finished his master?s degree， 
but headed on out to Rochester to 
study at the Institute of Tech- 
nology, known for its photography 
department， There he _ earned an 
AASand abachelor's degree in fine 
artS. 

Sensing that “New York was the 
cultural pulse of the country,” 
Huie determined to stay there and 
make a jiving. “4 tried to break into 
the commerical world，but deep 
down inside，IL didn”t like it,”he 
admitted.“Iknew Ihad to play the 
game， but I wasn?t g0od at it.?” 

While acknowledging that the 
years he cut his teeth in New York 
City gave him a “good learning 
experience,”he finally discovered 
that his temperament was not 
Suited to the work.“I wanted the 
money commercial photographers 
made, but it meant working in abig 
studio and publishing house. In the 
long-run, it was not (Conducive to) 
SUIVival.2” 

PZAZZ 

Because photographers are SO 
common in New York, Huie laugh- 
ingly recalled that merely having 
talent and luck were not Sufficient 
to Succeed. “You had to have 
pzazz. A Black photographer 工 
knew adopted a French namel12” 

Working in the commercial field

also meant““incredible amounts of 
Pressure and burn-out.” Huie 
asked，“'If you peak and lose 
motivation，why be _ involved in 
photography? Besides， 工 didnt 
want to have a portfolio that had 
(pictures of cans and umbrellas 
...like some of those old guys.2” 

While he was in New York,， his 
father died. Noting that the one 
thing he regrets in his life even to 
this day is his failure to have talked 
more with his dad, Huie returned to 
Dark Hollow.“I went back to find 
out about him through the people 
who knew him,” Huie stated 
quiletly. 

“Dark Hollow, it was still there. 
There were most of the people I 
knew and grew Up with.”In the 
preface to his publication DearK 
Polow，which resulted from his 
trip back home，Huie wrote: 

“This book is abonut the people 
who live there. Ilove these pictures 
because they are visual statements 
of where I have been，why I am， 
how I have felt and what I have 
seen. They are important to me 
because they are a part of me.?” 

CAREFULLY PLANNED 

His next series of photos were 
done as part of his National 
Endowment for the Arts grant， 
Which he received in the early 
1970'$S， In contrast to_ his Dark 
Hollow series， which has been 
described by the Museum of Mod- 
ern Art in SE as “carefully 
planned”poses resulting in“images 
that convey the pride and optimistic 
Spirit of the people,”the next phase 
reflects a “more casual”approach. 

Huie spent about nine months in 
a_nearby integrated community， 
giving the viewers a look at how 
residents“deal with their economic 
Situation 一 rising above Or Suc- 
cumbing to their circumstances ,2 
reads the catalogue accompanying 


the SF museum's 1979 exhibit of 


Huie's works. 

Locally， Huie is most well- 
known for his captured moments of 
Asian American life, in New York 
and in SF His photos have 
appeared in 7Texas 了 omg Grain， 
publihed by the Kearny Street 
Workshop, and in community bro- 
chures. 

Whatever the subject，Huie Said 
he looks for the“common place 
and pnuts it in a perspective that 
other people don't see...and adds 
Something extra to it to make it my 
Own WOTK.2” 

As for now, he feels in a state of 
transition. He recently returned 
from a three-month stay in Asia

the committee agreed that those 
鹿 egal aliens who could prove they 


have lived in the US since Jan. 1， 
1981， would be eligible for 
amnesty . 

Of those meeting that prelimi- 
nary cutoff date，those who ar- 
ITived before 1977 would be clas- 
sified as permanent legal residents 
who could eventually be eligible 
for governmental benefits. 

Those entering the US after 
that date would be deemed tem- 
porary TIesidents for at least a two- 
year period,，after which they be- 
come eligible for permanent resi- 
dent status. To become legal resi- 
dents, however, they must demon- 
strate that they are studying 
English and US government. 


Opponents of the bill have 


expressed optimism about stopping 
the bill before the lawmakers can 
Vote on it this session, which ends in 
early October. 

Minority groups and others had 
persuaded Democratic presidential 
candidate Walter Mondale to pledge 
to work for the defeat of the bill， 
especially in the Democratically- 
controlled House. 


Vowing a possible Senate 
filibuster on the bill is John Tower, a 
Republican from the heavily Latino 
state of Texas. The 777zazesy predicts， 
“Atfilibuster could be fatal because 
the Senate is unlikely to be willing to 
spend much of the little time that 
remains in this session on a bill that 
spells political problems for many of 
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its members.”

The pitful personality of the 
Sergeant 1S the direct result of a 
discriminative and bigoted society. 
The depth ofthe racial issue brought 
forth by Fuller ls refreshing and as- 
tounding. 4 Soldiersy Siomy does not 
take the easier black-and-white 
solution; it gets to the heart of the 
matter, revealing Some long ignored 
and seldom discussed problems. 

The remarkable film features 
excellent performances by Adolph 
Caesar as the sergeant and Howard 
E. Rollins，Jr. as the captain，and 
delicate photography by Russell 
Boyd.

The church plays an important 
function of acculturating (learning

Bernal asked, “What changes are 
occurring within the Korean fam- 
jly， between the spouses， and 
between the parent and child??2” 

The social worker replied, “In 
many families, the woman，wife or 
mother，who has not been in the 
]abor force is having to work either 
as a paid person or as a partner to 
her husband's enterprise.

DIFFICULT TIME 


“On the part of the husband,. 


however, (this) is another issue. In 
Korea，a_ man has been the head 
outside and inside the household . 
Because of their language and cul- 
tural barrier,” Said the social 
WoOrker,“'they feel unappreciated . 
They feel a loss of self-esteem in the 
US，and that's something they're 
having a real difficult time with.?” 
“Also, between parents and chil- 
dren there's a different rate of 
acculturation which eventually cre- 
ates a lot of conflict and misundeTr- 
standing,”added Kim.

and conflicts then result in a soar of 
domestic violence and divorce, So 
where can the famlies turn to，Ber- 
nal asked. 

Chung stated，“The limited 
amount of social services available 
(are) further reduced...because of 
the language problem. We do need 
people who are bilingual social 
WOTKers to serve these people, and 
there has not been public funding 
available for such ptrposes.2” 

Bernal asked if the church could 
be of service to the families. 

Ahn replied,，“We are trying to 
do ouUT best，For instance， my 
church...organized a community 
Service center about nine years ago0， 
and it seems to be the only mnulti- 
Service community center right 
noOwW.?” 

CREATES PRORBLEMS 

Kim asserted that while the 
church has made a lot of positive 
contributions，it also creates Some 
problems. She declared，“The 


church is still very hijerarchical. The 
minister is，on the whole，male 
chauvinistic . 

“If the wife were to come and say 
to him， “My husband is beating 
me,”he's going to Say，'“Be a good 
Christian, grin and bear it. It2s yOUT 
duty,” charged Kim.“That kind 
of an attitude creates a lot of prob- 
lems for the woman and also for 
the family.?2” 

Chung added,“One of the prob- 
lems with churches is that they are 
Very good in Serving their Own con- 
gregation，but they are very exclu- 
Sive，So (non-)members have not 
been able to get counseling or to get 
any SoOrt of assistance， That has 
been the criticism within the com- 
munity.” 

Bernal asked the panel from 
where the leaders within the Korean 
community are coming, and where 
they will emerge in the future， 

Kim，a first-generation immi- 
grant educated in Korea and the 
US,，replied,“I suspect the leaders 
may emerge from the second generT- 
ation, Or one-and-a-half generation 
as We call it, who have the languasge 
facilities and who are bicultural.2?” 

MICROCOSM 

“We don':t have designated 
leaders because in this small place， 
we have a _ microcosm of a Korean 
SoOciety at various _ levels...at this 
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point in time，I don't expect the 
people to be united and to come up 
with the leaders. We need time,” 
explained the social worker. 

“We are having a very difficult 
time cooperating with each other， 
We have not quite jelled as a group 
or community to do the 
teamwork,”she said， 

Ahn cited,“TIt2s not the lack of 
leadership， There are plenty of 
them. The problem is that we have 
too _ many leaders and diversified 
leaderships.?” 

Bernal asked Chung about the 
Koreans” reaction to the proposed 
Simpson Mazzoli Immigration 
Reform Bill. 

Chung replied that the bill does 
affect Koreans and other Asians， 
but in less dramatic ways than the 
Hispanic community. He said that 
as president of the Korean Amer- 
ican Coalition，he and members of 
the community have campaigned 
and sent telegrams and jletters to 
various congressmen 

“We're basically against the 
whole bill, but if they have to pass 
it，we want to make stre that cer- 
tain Provisions are not in it,?” 
Chung said. 
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Part 2: Doing Business in Japan 


Japan's Business Characteristics 
Redquire Below Surface Analysis 
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SUNNYVALE - In doing busi- 
ness with the Japanese，Americans 
must understand that the respective 
Practices of the two countries are 
often diametrically opposed. 

At other times，the character- 
istics of the_ companies” dealings 
with each other can appear differ- 
ent than what they truly are，cau- 
tioned international marketing con- 
Sultant Terry Wong. 

PROTOCAL,，RANK 

Wong，who recently returned 

from a two-year stay in Japan as 3a 


Special attache to the US embassy 
in Tokyo，specializing in helping 
high technology industries, tried to 
give the audience an idea of some 
of the differences to which they 
Should become familiar before 
entering the computer/semi-con- 
ductor battleground in Japan. 

In Speaking of protocol and 
rank，Wong asked, “Do you know 
who is the real decisionmaker2? It's 
not the guy you think it is. If you 
can figure that one out, it's worth a 
lot of money， 

“With the structure of compa- 
nies...SO_ different than (that to) 
which we are accustomed, we inva- 
riably hit the wrong guy. We won- 
der after years (have passed) with a 
wonderful contract，why nothing 
has ever happened,” laughed 
Wong:. 

This problem with protocol，he 
acknowledged, may not be as wide- 
Spread as it seems to _ Californians. 
During one of his presentations to a 
corporate client from Chicago, the 
client said,“The way the Japanese 
doiit is no different than how we do 
it back home.?” 

Wong opined,“In Europe or the 
Midwest，(dealings) are more for- 
mal，more Structured. People are 
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more rank and protocol-con-Scious 

...The bottomline is that the 
Japanese are not So Immysterious. It?S 
California and the Silicon Valley 
that are. In the perspective of the 
rest of the world，California is 
unique and different,” chuckled 
the trade expert. 

One of the worst things a com- 
pany can do,，he said, is to assume 
everything about Japan is “mys- 
terious and romantic”and then to 
“imitate” behavior when one does 
not even begin to comprehend the 
culture.“You'll do a bad job of 让 
and hurt the relationship in thelong 
run .2” 

“You cannot take things quickly 
at face value,” Wong advised. 
“You have to take time to see what 
is really being said.?2” 

Two guidelines he offered stemmed 
from what he called a“ying/yang?” 
concept of duality. The first aspect 
Wong described as “dry verSsus 

et”Trelationships. 
NOT HURT 

Among Japanese dealings，the 
parties become close enough to 
each other and know each other 
well enough that they will not hurt 
each other，explained Wong. 

In contrast，American business 
relationships are dry in that “an 
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American executive has got -30 
minutes to _ close a_ deal and he 
pushes aside all other considera- 
tions.2” 

As an example，Wong told the 
audience about a _ typical capital 
equipment transaction in which an 
American company sends Someone 
over to Japan to sell the product. 
“You tell them (the Japanese) yoOU 
have a good piece and a good price， 
but they still don?t buy.?” 

Wong gave an explanation of 
that type of failed transaction. 
“When the Japanese buy, they look 
at the institution behind the Pro- 
duct. It's not just the product itself 
(that is considered).” 

HUMILITY 

Another duality concept focused 
on the relationship of Power verSsus 
humility. “When you go into a 
meeting with the Japanese，they 
humble themselves and apologize 
for not being of sufficient caliber to 
do business- with you,，” Wong 
related，“and then they turn 
around and make mincemeat out of 
yYOU!” 

Americans，on the other hand， 
he.said, do not like to be humble in 
business Situations, but “when they 
need to apply the final touch, they 
Shy away.?” 

In relating to Japanese compa- 
nies，Americans need to remember 


- to develop -both the contract and 


the relationship，he advised. They 
must understand what a contract is 
and what it isn't，just as what a 
relationship is and isn't. 

Most companies，he Said，have 
good agreements and an airtight 
contract，but no real working rela- 
tionship with the Japanese counter- 
part.

Cartoons Reflect Bold 
Satire,Humorfrom China

It has been Said that“he laughs 
best who laughs last.”The one who 
“laughs”last in the book Satzre a1d 
五 UL1a0r 9elected CHijaese Carioo1s 
(Hong Kong: Joint Publications， 
1981) is no other than the Laughing 
Buddha himself. 

On the last page he is depicted as 
Someone “ looking at ， cartoons. 
Ironically， his _ facial expression 
changes from broad laughterinthe first 
frame to one ofabhorrence in the last, 

But the one who really laughs 
last and best 1S$，of course，the 
reader 一 Provided he is not one ofthe 
objects of satire in :the book! 
Whomever the Laughing Buddha 
Tepresents one can only guessS， 

TRANSLATED 

Continuing 173 cartoons selected 
from various Chinese newspapers 
and magazines of recent years, the 
book is compiled forthe enjoyment 
of readers from other parts of the 
world.”With this aim in viewy, the 
captions have been translated into 
both -Japanese and English” The 
noted English sinologist W.J. 上 . 
Jenner has a hand in the English 


| translations. 


Quite anumber ofcartoonists are 
represented， including the “well- 
known Ding Cong, Fang Cheng and 
Hua Junwu. TIhe styles of drawing 
vary from the wiry lines of Wang 
Zumin to the brush strokes of Hua 
Junwu. Some are realistic，others 
highly stylized and grotesque. 

Some of the cartoons are merely 
amusing. For example, there ls the 
Sequence on two chess fantatics who 
are first shown playing on a beach， 
Then in the second frame，So 
absorbed are they in the game that 
they do not realize they are now 
actually playing on water (after the 
tide has set in). 

By and large，however，the 
cartoons are Vehicles for more than 
just humor: they are Serious 
caricatures of social and political 


phenomena and are calculated to 
Provoke thinking. 

To _ begin with，there are the 
cartoons Satirizingthelackofservice 
in a land that abounds in slogans of 
”9erve the People"”One cartoon 
Shows. a customer failing to get 
attention even when he calls theshop 
asSSistants with the aid of a 
megaphone. Another shows a Sales 
clerk tossing Some bottles to a 
customer who skillfully turns them 
into a fying cartwheel in the-air. 

The lack of civic-mindedness 
(Smoking in public places, disregard 
of “public notices， downright 
Selfishness) is satirized in several 
strips， Persistent adoration of age 
also is a victim of frequent satire， 
Bearing the brunt of satire are the 


pervading ills of bureacratism ， 
including ine 亿 ciency， corruption 
(including “backdoorism ”)， 


wastage，evasion of responsibility， 
even incompetence in leadership 
and, finally, Suppression of talent. 

The frankness with which the 
cartoons .exXpose these problems 1S 
quite reminiscent of some of the 
“exposure” literature of the late 70s 
and early 80S. 

Surprisingly,“exposure”itself is 
satirized in 3a cartoon Showing 
Several art Students doing a poor job 
of reproducing a ball on paper 一 
which- turns out to be two- 
dimensional in all cases. “Why did 
you all Simply draw a circle2” the 
instructor asks. “We didn't dare 
shown any dark side,” was the reply. 

What extreme leftism can do is 
shown in a drawing of boat tilting So 
much to the left that it is about to 
CapSlZe. 

Fang Cheng's picture -of a 
contemporary official with a tiny 
mandarin figure being removed from 
the top of his head has a Monty 
Python 和 丘 avor. 

Mismanagement as ar obstacle 
to modernization is brought out in a
